NOTE: Ail independent claims now contain a new limitation that the data scramble circuit "acts as a part of an error 
correction circuit". This new limitation is similar to claim 4, but differs enough such that it would require further search if it were entered. 



Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are all directed towards the 
newly proposed limitation in all the independent claims. This limitation has not been entered and therefore will not be addressed. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The rejection of claims 1, 3, and 6-9 under 35 USC 102(b) in the final action dated 2/17/2005 is withdrawn. 
As applicant has pointed out, this anticipation rejection was a mistake and is therefore withdrawn. Examiner notes that claims 1-9 stand 
rejected under 35 USC 103 as set forth in the final action dated 2/17/2005. 
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
